marked by speeches, sorrow

JERUSALEM — Mourning the 
leader who had brought peace within 
reach, Israelis wept and prayed 
Thursday for Yitzhak Rabin, marking 
a year since his assassination by a 
Jewish extremist. 

“We are still swimming in a sea of 
confusion ... looking for a way out,” 
Rabin’s grandson said. “Our world 
has changed. We are no longer the 
same family, the same people.” 

In the Tel Aviv square where Rabin 
was gunned down, thousands lit 
memorial candles and placed flowers 
on the pavement. Some embraced. 
Others hummed “To cry for you,” a 
ballad that has become an anthem of 
lost hope, especially for younger 
Israelis. 

“Friend, we miss you,” read a ban- 
ner headline in the Yediot Ahronot 
newspaper. 

The prime minister’s assassination 
occurred Nov. 4, but according to the 
Hebrew calendar, the anniversary 
falls Thursday. 

The sorrow briefly covered up the 
poisonous divisions in Israel that have 
deepened since the assassination. But 
even Thursday’s somber ceremonies 
were not entirely without rancor. 

Pointing an accusing finger, Rabin’s 
son Yuval said hard-line Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu must 
accept some of the blame for creating 
the hate-filled political climate that 


Orton 
rounds up 
funds for 
Escalante

Two hundred thousand dollars has 
been made available by the 
Department of the Interior for the 
development of the Escalante monu- 
ment in southern Utah. 

Honoring his promise to get Utahns 
involved in the development of the 
controversial monument, Rep. Bill 
Orton, D-Utah, announced earlier this 
week that he has negotiated the start- 
up funding with the department to 
help absorb the costs of the public 
planning process. 

The money will be evenly split 
between Kane and Garfield counties 
and will be formally awarded once a 
cooperative agreement is signed 
between county managers and the 
Department of the Interior. 

The funding is intended to support 
comprehensive economic develop- 
ment studies, transportation and infra- 
structure research issues, police and 
fire protection research and environ- 
mental analysis. 

Orton, who vehemently opposed the 
manner in which President Clinton 
chose to create the monument earlier 
this fall, negotiated the money in 
order to allow Utah citizens to-be 
involved in monument’s creation. 

Dave Lemmon, a spokesperson for 
Orton, said that the newly awarded 
funds aré an excellent example of 
Orton’s commitment to Utah. 

In a press release issued Monday, 
Orton-reaffirmed his» commitment to 
public involvement where the 
Escalante monument is concerned. 

“While some have simply thrown up 
their arms over this issue and have 
done nothing to lessen the negative 
impacts of the monument designation, 
I have remained committed to making 
the best of the situation,” Orton said. 

In response to the newly awarded 
funds, Chris Cannon’s camp asserts 
that the cash is insignificant when one. 
considers the work that willbe 
involved in getting the monument 
going. 

Mike Mower, Cannon’s campaign 
manager, said that the $200,000 is, “A. 
band-aid to cover up a shotgun 
wound.”

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U.S. asked to be ‘conciliatory’ in spy case 


SEOUL, South Korea — North Korea said Thursday the case against a cap" 
tured‘American charged with espionage cannot be resolved unless Washington 
adopts a more conciliatory attitude. 

Evan C. Hunziker, of Tacoma, Wash., was arrested in August after crossing 
into North Korea from China. North Korea has accused him of spying for 
South Korea. 

The United States and South Korea reject the claim and have demanded his 
release, saying Hunziker crossed the border by mistake. 

If convicted, Hunziker, 26, faces a possible death sentence. 

“If the United States adopts a negative attitude ... toward the spy case ... the 
possibility of a solution will be gloomier;’ said North Korea’s official Korean 
Central News Agency. 

“Hunziker is a criminal who infiltrated into (North Korea) in violation of its 
law and a spy manipulated by the puppet” South Korea, it said. 

The agency said Hunziker had confessed he was On a spy mission to report 
on “the conditions of the army, the life of civilians, economic conditions and 
the social environment.” 


Move over Barbie; here comes Iranian Sara 


TEHRAN, Iran — Barbie is getting competition. But Jran’s new “Sara” doll 
isn’t-the type to show off her figure in a swimsuit. 

“Sara” wears long, flowing clothes and wraps, or similarly modest Iranian 
national costumes. She is Iran’s latest attempt to resist what authorities consid- 
er cultural corruption from the West. 

And in contrast to Ken, that guy always hanging around Barbie, Sara’s com- 
panion doll — Dara — is safely her brother. He wears the long coat and turban 
of an Islamic cleric. 


“Barbie is an American woman who never wants to get pregnant and have 


babies. She never wants to look old, and this contradicts our culture,” says 
Majid Ghaderi, who designed the new dolls. 

“Barbie is like a Trojan Horse,’ Ghaderi said. “Inside it, it carries its Western 
cultural influences, such as makeup and indecent clothes. Once it enters our 
society, it dumps these influences on our children.” 


Utah to round up buffalo herds for checkup 


ANTELOPE ISLAND — The annual bison roundup at Antelope Island State 
Park is keeping the site environmentally sound while attracting increasing 
numbers of tourists, officials say. ! 

More than 700 of the animals will be herded this weekend by helicopter, 450 
horseback riders and trucks into corrals on the north end of the Great Salt Lake 
island. 

Once behind fences, the bison will be vaccinated and checked for health 
problems. About 100 will then be sold at auction in early November. 

The roundup and the auction have become a tourist event, bringing those 
curious about the buffalo herds that once roamed the western Plains by the mil- 
lions. 

“Judging from the phone calls I’ve received from out of state, there is more 
interest this year than before,” said Tim Smith, park superintendent. “People 
think it is a neat Western adventure.” 

The island’s ecology also benefits. By reducing the herd to about 600 ani- 
mals, prime grazing land is preserved. 


Man convicted of poisoning wife at party 


DETROIT — A businessman whose three wives and mother died in suspi- 
cious circumstances was convicted Thursday of first-degree murder in the 
cocaine poisoning of his third wife. 

The jury reached a verdict on the third day of deliberations in the case of 
Lowell Amos, accused of killing Roberta Mowery Amos. 

They were from Indiana, where authorities have been reviewing the deaths of 
Amos’ first two wives and his mother. All died while he was living with them. 
Amos was the last person to see them alive, authorities said. 

Amos, 53, formerly of Birmingham and Anderson, Ind., claimed his third 
wife’s death was an accidental overdose following a Christmas party for her 
husband’s employment agency. An autopsy revealed that she had 15 times the 
amount of cocaine needed to cause death. 

Prosecutors said Amos killed his wife because he was in financial trouble and 
she was preparing to file for divorce. 

The Detroit jury was allowed to hear evidence involving the death of Amos’s 
second wife but not those of the two other women.

In one case, he suggested federal crop 
subsidies were steered to a Florida 
sugar magnate who serves in a major 
Dole fund-raising post.

1996,” Perot said. 

GOP Chairman Haley Barbour said 
he was not aware of the effort but 
urged Perot supporters to think again. 
“There’s one thing that’s clear: A vote

The appeal to Perot was evidence of 
the frustration within the Dole camp 
as the campaign entered the final 12 
days with Clinton comfortably ahead 
in national polls. 

Dole has focused on conservative 
themes of late in an effort to rally 
GOP base voters. 

In Georgia on Wednesday, he pro- 
moted his support for balancing the 
budget and banning flag burning and 
late-term abortions. — 

Dole is facing stiff competition from 
Clinton on traditionally Republican 
turf. 

And as he tries to shore up his 


Republican base, Dole also has pro- 
found problems with moderate 
women and others in the middle of 
the electorate, including independents 
alienated from both parties who might 
be inclined to support Perot, even if in 
protest. 

In the view of some Dole advisers, a 
Perot endorsement could swing sever- 
al states in Dole’s favor, especially in 
the Mountain West. 

Texas and Florida are also two tradi- 
tionally Republican states where 
Clinton and Dole are running neck- 
and-neck. 

Clinton campaign spokesman Joe 
Lockhart said Dole’s poll deficit left 
him little choice but to “search out 
votes wherever he can find them.” 

Dole decided to go forward with the 
call on Perot despite the Texan’s 
unpredictability and recent bad blood 
between the Republican and Reform 
Party camps over Dole’s insistence 
that Perot be excluded from the presi- 
dential debates. 

Just what the Dole camp had to offer 
Perot was unclear; one Dole adviser 
noted the GOP candidate recently 
proposed a commission to draft a 
sweeping rewrite of campaign finance 
taws and said perhaps Perot could be 
offered a leading role. 


Missed your chance? 
You can still register

Although the Utah County Elections 
Office has closed its doors to voter 
registration, anyone who may have 
missed the mid-October deadline can 
still register to vote at various loca- 
tions in Provo and Orem Monday and 
Tuesday. 

According to a press release from 
the Utah County Elections Office, 
Utah election laws prohibit voters 
from registering in the elections for 
20 days prior to the November 5 elec- 
tion; however, the Elections Office 
has arranged for voter registration to 
take place at satellite registration 
offices throughout Utah County on 
October 28 and 29 only. 

Donna Mitchell, supervisor for elec- 
tions in Utah County, said that there 
are many locations in the Provo/Orem 
area where students may register to 
vote from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. In Provo, 
registration locations. include 
Timpview High School, Provo High 
School, Provo City Hall lobby and the 
Utah County Offices lobby. 

In Orem, registration locations 
include Windsor Elementary: School, 
University Mall and the Orem City 
Center. ; 

Registration tables for the 
University Mall satellite registration 
office will be located in the ZCMI 
Court and Mervyn’s Court. 

“The reason that prospective voters 
have these two extra days is that we 
hire extra help for people that are off 
on Saturdays and Sundays and 
weren't able to come down and regis- 
ter before,” Mitchell said. 

Reminding students who aren’t Utah 
residents that they can lose their state 
residency if they register to vote, he 


said, “If they’re really planning on 


staying here in Utah, it is important to | 
register to vote,” Mitchell said.

Crossley defined “soft money” as 
money donated to the political party 
in unlimited amounts, with an under- 
standing as to where the money will 
end up. Crossley said some call it the 
old “wink and nod” program. 

Washington Times reporter Michdel 
Myers said the Dole campaign com- 
mittee has already filed suit accusing 
Clinton of violating election laws as 
the Democratic National Committee 
has paid for $25 million in advertising 
for Clinton. The DNC defended its 
position by asserting that the ads

National Committee for the Defense 
of Democracy, a Burundian Hutu 
group, claims that the Tutsis want to 
create an empire stretching from 
Kenya to eastern Zaire and western 
Tanzania. 

Uganda is viewed as supporting the 
Tutsi regimes in Rwanda and Burundi 
and could become a target for Hutu 
hostility. Tanzania has about half a 
million Hutu refugees from Burundi 
and Rwanda. 

Hutu rebels infiltrate Rwanda and 
Burundi from Zaire, where they and 
their supporters obtain food and shel- 
ter in refugee camps at a cost to. the 
international community of $1 million 
a day. 

Zaire alleges that Banyamulenge 
militia have been armed and trained 
by the Rwandan army and warns they 
will be “hunted down as rebels.” 

As the fighting has spread, hundreds 
of thousands of Hutu refugees have 
fled their camps, a strategic benefit to 
the Tutsis. If the population of the 
camps moves west, deeper into Zaire, 
so do rebel supplies and bases. 

The United States and Belgium have 
deployed diplomats to seek peace 
between Rwanda and Zaire. But 
Westerners do not have compelling 
Strategic or financial reasons to inter- 
vene, and Africans do not have the 
resources. 

U.N. Secretary-General Boutros 
Boutros-Ghali said Tuesday that a 
U.N. military presence is not the solu- 
tion. 

“Let us be realistic,” he said. “The 
only thing that we can do is to offer 
diplomatic assistance trying to solve 
the dispute ... and try to offer the 
maximum of humanitarian assis- 
tance.”

Many Salt Lake City merchants were es by Mayor 
Deedee Corradini’s Oct. 15 announcement to Keep Main 


‘Street open. 


_ Main Street should not be closed between South Temple 
and 100 South, as was proposed, Corradini said. 

The Salt Lake City Council suggested closing sections of 
Main Street to create a pedestrian mall, an idea city plan- 
ners have tossed around since the 1960s. 

“Since the area is going to be dug up anyhow, we figured 
it is an Opportune time to decide what to do with the sur- 
face,” said Doug Dansie, principal planner for Salt Lake 


City. 


The City Transportation Division and City Planning 
Division reviewed the impacts of such closures and con- 
cluded that closing South Temple to 100 South would not 


benefit the city. 


“Our studies indicate closing Main from South Temple to 
First South would delay traffic, impair customer access to 
downtown businesses and interfere with pickup and deliy- 
ery services to those businesses,” Corradini said. 

Area merchants such as the ZCMI Center and Crossroads 
Plaza worried the closure would hurt business. 

In a Sept. 5 issues hearing, David Nelson, general man- 
ager for Crossroads Plaza, said that Main Street was the 
front door to their mall and closing it would eliminate

of downtown due to problems with transients and lack of 
parking, Nelson said.

“Both New Mexico and UTEP are 
good teams,” BYU head coach Elaine 
Michaelis said. “New Mexico is a 
good defensive team — it’s hard to 
put the ball away on them. UTEP has 
an excellent-group of seniors, which 
is different from most of the 
Mountain Division. We’ll have to be 
on top of our game to come out with 
two wins.”

5 Provo teens 
to go on trial 
for homocide

Five teen-agers accused in the 
shooting death of the father of a girl 
they knew have been bound over for 
trial. 

Leikina Lavulavu, 19; and Beau 
Heaps, 17, are charged with murder, a 
first-degree felony, in the August 
shooting death of John Freitag, Orem. 
Nua Unga, 19, Bo Malupo, 18, and 
Tonga MoUunga, 19, are charged 
with second-degree felony homicide 
by assault in Freitag’s death. 

The charges are enhanced because a 
firearm was used in the alleged crime, 
which took place within 1,000 feet of 
a school. 

Fourth District Judge Ray M. 
Harding on Wednesday bound the 
defendants over for trial following a 
preliminary hearing. 

“Tf seven guys had beat him to 
death, they’d be facing homocide 
charges,” said Deputy Utah County 
Attorney John Allan. 

In a taped interview, Lavulavu 
admitted to Orem Police Detective 
Gary Downey to shooting Freitag 
because he thought he held a gun. 

David Niumeitolu, 19, who agreed 
to testify as part of his plea bargain 
with prosecutors, said Heaps gave 
directions to the group to go to 
Freitag’s home on the night of the 
murder. 

But MoUunga’s defense attorney 
Danny Frazier said prosecutors are 
blaming all the defendants for the 
shooting death when only Heaps and 
Lavulavu should be held responsible. 

Defense attorney Tom Patton argued 
that Unga was so drunk he never 
made it to Freitag’s home. And 
defense attorney Brook Sessions said 
Malupo wanted nothing to do with a 
gun. 

Late Monday, Anthony Tai, 26, 
agreed to plead guilty to attempted 
aggravated assault, a class A misde- 
meanor, in connection with the death. 
He had been charged with homicide 
by assault. 

Niumeitolu has pleaded guilty to 
unrelated charges of escape from offi- 
cial custody and driving under the 
influence of alcohol.

“Democracy is on trial in America. Expert 


- and ordinary opinion converges on a sober 


recognition: We live in an age of political 
resentment and withdrawal from civic life. 
What can be done to revivify American 
democracy? Some propose electronic solu- 
tions—technological means to register 
instantly the popular will—but others, 
myself included, see in the proposed solu- 
tion a deepening of our current troubles. 
Why? Because democracy is not and has 
never been primarily a means whereby 
popular will is tabulated and enacted but, 
rather, a political world within which citi- 
zens deliberate, negotiate, compromise, 
engage, and hold themselves and those 
they choose to represent them account- 
able for actions taken. Have we lost this 
deliberative and dialogical dimension to 
democracy? For democracy’s enduring 


promise is that democratic citizens can 
come to know a good in common that they 
cannot know alone.” 

Professor Elshtain, a political philoso- 
pher whose chosen task has been to show 
the connections between our political and 
our ethical convictions, earned her PhD in 
politics at Brandeis University in 1973 and 
then joined the faculty of the University 
of Massachusetts/Amherst.
